S-C Election Results 
announced on Tuesday 

Re-vote to be held for 
ED. & H.SC. Positions 

Results of the Macdo- 
nald Student Council 
elections were posted 
Tuesday accompanied by 
the announcement that a 
:re-vote was to be held 
Thursday for an Educa- 
tion and Household 
Science representative. 
Neither of the two candi- 
dates in each faculty re- 
ceived a large enough 
majority to take office. 
The result was a second 
casting of ballots with 
Carol Kimmis and Yvon- 
ne Vandor once again 
running for education 
councillor and Jane Hall 
and Carol Phene for the 
position of Home Ec. 
councillor. (Results of 
vote not available at time 
of writing. ) 

A walloping 12.2% of 
the student body turned 
out at the polls, a num- 
ber almost double the 
39.5 °o figure of last 
Spring. Wide approval 
greeted the news of the 
increase in ballot cast- 
ing and it was generally 
felt to be an indication 
that more students are 
taking a greater interest 
in college affairs. 

The two winning can- 
didates, J i m Banting 
(agriculture councillor) 
and Judy Chapman (W. 
A. A. president) both ex- 
pressed their satisfaction 
with the turn out as did 
all those who campaign- 
ed. The concensus of 
opinion at present seems 
to be : "Let's hope that 
this interest is main- 
tained all year". Indica- 
tions are that it will be.

James Baldwin, a noted American Negro Writer 
and Novelist says, "To speak in my own person as 
a member of the nation s most oppressed minority — 
the oldest oppressed minority, I want to suggest 
most seriously that before we can do very much in 
the way of clear thinking or clear doing as related 
to the minorities in this country, we must first crash 
the American image and find out and deal with 
what it hides. ' 

The treatment meted cut to American Negros 
to by American Whites could be attributed to a kind 
of social paranoia. That fear of losing status in a 
society where the prevailing notion of American life 
seems to involve a kind of rung-by rung ascension 
to some hideously desirable state. Since this is the 
American concept of life it is obvious that he cannot 
afford to slip back one rung, for when he does, he 
doesn't only slip back a rung into chaos and he no 
longer knows who he is. In a way, the Negro in 
America is an indication of where the bottom of the 
social ladder is; because he is there, the American 
knows where limits are and how far he must not fall* 

The Negro is the Whiteman's problem just as 
the Jew is the Gentiles' problem. If the Negro were 
not here the Whiteman might be forced to deal 
within himself and his own personality with all the 
vices and mysteries which he has Invested in the 
Negro race. The whole approch to race problem, 
especially in the Southern States, tells much more 
about the people who invented certain myths than 
about Negroes who are the object of these myths* 
It is painfully clear that the South is afraid of some- 
thing but what is less clear is that they are incapable 
of telling what it is that they are afraid of. This fact 
is indeed apparent when one considers that the 
whites accept Negroes in their ball parks and concert 
stages, but not in their homes and their neighbour- 
hoods, and not even in their churches. 

Students of Race Relations cannot possibly fail 
to observe the apparant calm with which the Negroes 
have faced the problem; but it should also be noted 
that even with the most malevolent will in the world, 
Negroes can never achieve one — tenth of the harm 
which the American Whites fear. The reason for this, 
ironic as it may be, is that no one in the world knows 
American Whites better and oddly enough loves 
them more then the American Negro. He has had 
to watch them, outwit them, deal, bear with them 
and sometimes even bleed and die with them. The 
American Negro and his White counterpart are an 
intergral part of each other. What happens to every 
negro at any time happens also to the white man 
in a way. The artifical walls therefore that have been 
created for so long to prefect the white man from 
what he fears has to come down, and once that 
happens people like General Walker will not have 
to undergo psychiatric observsfion.

The Britannica World Language Dictionary defines in- 
tellectual as "pertaining to the intellect; bringing into action 
the intellect or higher capacities; mental; <2) requiring in- 
telligence or study; as, intellectual pursuits." Generally, an 
intellectual is one who seeks to better himself through study 
or appreciation of various art forms. 

As such, there is not an overabundance of intellectuals 
on this campus. The attitude of the greater part of the stu- 
dent body is that, the only reason for thought or diligent 
study is to pass an exam. They come to college not only to 
' improve their minds, but to improve their status in society, 
both socially and financially. There is a definite lack of ini- 
tiative and drive on the part of students who study only to 
pass a course, because basically they don't want to study 
at all. 

Consequently, to students here a good lecturer is one 
who gives copious quantities of notes and explains in detail 
what is expected of the student. Thus, the student can sit 
back in his murky little world and mechanically take notes, 
secure in the knowledge that a few hours of study will pass 
him. His thinking capacity is not disturbed in the slightest. 
College is becoming a glorified high school. 

When some extended interest is shown in the work 
beyond the course of study it is generally within the scope 
of that student's course option or general field. There is no 
attempt to expand to other fields of the student s intellect 
(i.e. books). Students of agriculture are interested in their 
soils and test tubes, teachers in classroom work and audio- 
visual aids. There are very few well-rounded individuals at 
this college. 

If our society is to expand, and this include fields other 
than scientific, we must strain ourselves to the limit. Clean 
all the facts and thoughts that are possible, from lectures 
and extensive research. Take a look around, see what others 
are doing and take interest in it. Above all, strain yourselves. 

Ceorge Whitefield Chadwick, American composer and 
conductor, once said: The education of the intellect is a 
great business; but an unconsecrated intellect is the saddest 
sight on which the sun looks down."
